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Reminiscences 

of a Ceusus Man

The door is opened by a pompous-, 
looking woman, "I am the enumera- 
tor for tlie census. Can you give mo 
the information for tins house*?" 
Buys the droll little man who stands 
on the doorstep with a rather con- 
spicuously large look under his arm. 
Immediately the woman is up in 
in arms. "No," she declares "There 
are ten people living lure and wo 
have held a meeting and decided we 
will answer none of your bid ques- 
tions." "Very welt, Madam, ;on 
tinucs the stolid individual on the 
doorstep, "you are each 'tie liable 
to a fine anywhere from ton to one I 
hundred dollars." "Oh, walk right 
in." the now humble woman hastens i 
■to add. 

This is not an isolated case but 
one like ma... y which c nfront the 
census enumerator every day. The 
unwillingness to answer the seeming- 
ly inquisitive demands 61 the census 
man arise chiefly through 'h- luck 
of understanding of the aim ■ the 
whole scheme. So the enumerator 
must be ever rendy to patiently ex- 
plain "the why and the wh refore." 

The ideal enilmeratot is hard to 
find. To lie successful one must ho 
above all good-natured, A man who 
loses his temper at every little pro- 
vocation or even insult will never 
get very far. Then he must lie sttl 
dlously polite to everyone, lie must 
know how to conduct himself under 
all conditions for there is nothing 
which creates a clearer atmi s here 
around a delicate question than an 
enumerator who is well. matin red and 
polite. Then a good mimorator must 
be alert and be able to get through 
the most possible work in the leas', 
possible time. This is essential, for 
a man. especially a business man, 
hates to have anyone take up " ten 
minutes of his time when the same 
work could he done in fivo minutes 
by a more business like enumerator. 
An enumerator must know, moreover, 
how to take people as they are — to 
chat with the women, play with the 
babies, keep strictly to business with 
the men, patiently to argue ami ex- 
plain where there may be neces"ity, 
and know when to .use compulsion as 



a last resort. 

'I'lie number of people one can enu- 
merate m a day depends of course 
largely on the density of population 
in the district, but it is surprising 
how many can be counted if one 
works steadily. On my best days I 
would enumerate nearly two hundred 
poisons. 

For a study of human nature one 
could not wish for a bettor oppor- 
tunity than a position on the census. 
One enters all kinds of homes and 
meets with all classes of people. In 
my own small district I met with 
men and women all the way from 
millionaires down to the most squalid 
foreign boarding-house keepers. Al- 
though an English district I met 
with many French, Germans, Rus- 
sians and Chinamen, Generally, 
thoiiuh not always, it was only til a 
mole ignorant who were unwilling to 
answer all the questions. 1 remember 

one w.utian who kept a rather second 
rate Lonrding-housc. She informed 
me that there were ten lodgers but 
none was in. So I left individual 
sheets for them (0 fill out. When 1 
called again she handed inc the blank 
sheets on one of which was written, 
"Ten people, all adults." This was 
her idea of a census. 
At some houses it was all 1 could 

do to gain n hearing. The d • would 

open an inch or so and I would l.e 
greeted with the information that 
'four people live here" or whatever 
the ease might be, and it. was only 

after repeated urgings and explana- 
tions that I was able to learn any 
thing further. I remember one old 
gentleman who thought the census 
.vas too Inquisitive so he refused to 
tell any tiling about his financial nf 
fairs. Fortunnttfly he was ; , li fir de. if 
So I Was aide to explain the situa- 
tion to his wife in such a way that 
she finally induced him to answer 
everything. 

Many people a re inclined to under- 
estimate the necessity of accuracy in 
the census when giving the informa 
lion about themselves, hut are finite 
ready to "knock" the Census Bureau 
when all the results are not to be re- 
lied upon. These people are to l e 



found everywhere, hut on the Other J 
hand there are some who go the ux- 
t reillO of exactitude, and ale inclined 
to waste a good deal of I he niiuin. ra- 
tor's time over trifles, line worn. m 
look me out In the back yard so 
that I could judge the size of her 
lot, whether ii measured thirty or 
thirty-two feet across, Another in- 
stance of this was when n curtain 
old clergyman Insisted thai 1 should 

call again the next day, lor his wife 
was nor in, and In' could not remem- 
hc.r whether she was sixty-two or 
sixty-three years old. Some people 
seem i.. have no Idea if prompt'tuss. 

Often i would have to call time and 
time again at a house before I could 
obtain all the information. There 
was one place I must have visited 
at least ten times. One day the wo- 
man was too busy, the next day she 
would be out, and in the end it took 
rather stringent measures to finally 
get what I wanted. 

Some people had an idea that this 
was for the directory, and often it 
was hard to gain admittance to a 
house, so sure was the mistress that 
the census man hud been there tie- 
fore. Sometimes a man would 
patiently answer all the questions 
and then wonder "why they wanted 
to publish all that Information in 
the telephone book." 

An unfortunate part of the recent 
census was the way in which certain 
of the newspapers made fun of tin- 
whole undertaking. Of course tin' 
impels me; nt it for wit, but never- 
theless many people were highly in 
dignnnt at the enumerator as soon 
as he put in au appearance, for hud 
they not seen in bold type in the 
evening papers that they were to be 
asked whether they were "crazy or 
lunatic, idiotic or silly." Tin u the 
question of politics cut a large pari 
in tlie attitude of many people to- 
ward the census. Several men object- 
ed strongly to telling their "private 
affairs" to any employee of tile late 

Minister of agriculture, duo man 
did not Want to tell how much life 
insurance he held for fear a certain 
well-known Senator might see the 
schedules. 

At most of the French houses 
which I visited Ebglish could he 
spoken and understood, alt bough 
there were of course times when a 
knowledge of French was essential, 
only once was 1 forced to make use 
of a rather scant supply of Gorman. 
The Chinese winch 1 enumerated were, 
i think, al.oat the cutest of all. No 
amount of coaxing could make them 
tell anything which they thought 
was their own business. "No speaker 
tOllglecs" was always the excuse, 
while on enquiry next door 1 found 
that when it came to a question of 
arrears in the laundry bill they were 
all very adept at the English Ian 
gunge. 

It is true that many of the enu- 
merators employed were not Capable 
of lining the work properly. Some 
positions were secured entirely 
through political influence. The gov- 
ernment would have done much I et- 
ter to have employed a large num- 
ber of college students. Hut although 
tin- supply of efficient enumcrati rs in 
some districts was scarce, no at- 
tempt was made to get in touch With 
flic men from the colleges, many of 
whom were anxious fur just Mich posi- 
tions luit did ni t know how to secure 
th in. Speaking id incompetent enu- 
merators, the Story is told of one 
who refused to count children lis- 
than five years .if age in the popula- 
tion of Canada. Me persist. (1 in t his 
for some time, declaring that until 
a child was five years old it was not 
"officially living."
